Rape trial testimony based on guesswork 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. — A criminal evidence expert hired by the © 
defense in the William Kennedy Smith rape trial admitted under cross-exami- 
nation Sunday that his testimony was based on visual examinations and 
guesswork. Henry Lee, chief criminalist of the state of Connecticut, had said 
the alleged victim’s clothing showed no signs of grass stains or other damage 
consistent with the struggle on the Kennedy estate lawn described earlier. 

In a rare Sunday court session ordered in hopes the trial will be over by 
Christmas, Lee said he was not allowed to use the clothing still held by police 
as evidence. Assistant State Attorney Ellen Roberts asked if he bought a 
similar dress and underwear to use in grass stain tests on the lawn. “I washere .

Patient infected by dentist dies of AIDS 


FORT PIERCE, Fla. — Kimberly Bergalis, who contracted AIDS from her « 
dentist and became the focus of a national crusade for mandatory testing of 
health professionals, died Sunday at home surrounded by her family. She was 
23. 

Her plight stirred a bitter battle over whether mandatory testing and AIDS 
disclosure among doctors, nurses and dentists would improve patient safety. 
“The world has lost a great deal, but the world will never, ever forget how 
brave and how caring and how determined that lady was,” said Barbara Webb, 
aretired English teacher who also was infected by dentist David Acer. 

Miss Bergalis shocked the nation in September 1990 when she came forward 
to say she was “patient A,” the first known U.S. case of a patient who 
contracted AIDS during a medical procedure. 

“Her courageous spirit and her determination to help others avoid her own 
fate touched Florida and the nation,” Gov. Lawton Chiles said Sunday.

Experts give tips 
for ski necessities

The enormous selection of ski 
equipment available in the stores 
might seem confusing and frustrating 
to buyers who don’t know what to 
look for. 

However, itherevare a few simple 
guidelines, that. eould make the pur- 
chasing decision a little easier. 

Ski equipment consists of skis, 
bindings, boots, poles, goggles and 
clothing and each of these parts needs 
thoughtful consideration. 

“First, you should determine what 
type of skier you are,” said Jack 
Miller, former member of the U.S. 
Ski Team, currently competing on the 
U.S. Pro Tour. “Then, you try to 
match up your level of skiing with the 
type of equipment.” 

Darlene Muirhead, assistant coach 
of the BYU Ski Team, said the length 
of the ski depends on the ability of the 
skier. “A beginner needs a shorter ski 
that is easier to control.” 

Stephen Spears, ski technician at 
Pedersen’s Sport, in Orem, said the 
skis for a beginner should be head 
high, or up to five centimeters above. 

The intermediate skier should get a 
ski that is between five and ten cen- 
timeters above their height. 

Muirhead said a heavier skier can 
normally handle a longer ski. 

The length might also depend on 
the type of skiing you do, Miller said. 
If you are a fairly good skier and like 
to cruise down smooth courses, mak- 
ing big turns, you might want to get a 
longer giant slalom ski. 

If you like to ski moguls and in the 
trees, you should get a shorter slalom 
ski, he said. 

For the beginner, there are many 
different ski packages, including skis, 
bindings and boots available, Spears 
said. 

He said it is often smart to buy a 
reputable brand ski, because they 
usually have good skis throughout the 
different levels of their line. 

If you buy a used ski, Miller said, 
“You should rub your hands carefully 
along the edge. They (the edges) 
should be fairly smooth. 


“Bindings are the most important 
part of the equipment, as far as safety 
goes,” he said. You need to buy a 
binding that is comparable to your 
weight and level of skiing. 

Boots are another important part of 
the ski equipment. The average skier 
should look for warmth and comfort. 

Itisimportant toknow your level of 
skiing, Miller said. 

A beginner’s boot is softer than a 
boot for advanced skiers and the need 
for a tight fit increases with the level 
of skiing. 

A boot should fit snugly, Spears 
said. The toes should lightly touch the 
end, so when you flex your ankles, the 
toes will move backwards. 

It is important to know that the 
boot will form to the foot, he said. 
This will cause the boot to get larger 
after a period of usage. 

The type of poles you buy are of 
lesser importance, Miller said. The 
more expensive ones sometimes are 
of better quality and don’t break or 
bend as easily. 

Part of the equipment that might 
not seem very important is goggles. 
Muirhead said if it is snowing or rain- 
ing, they are a necessity. 

Sunglasses are important on bright 
days, to protect your eyes against the 
sun and the bright reflection of the 
snow. 

The type of clothing you wear while 
skiing is of importance only for com- 
fort, unless you are a ski racer, Muir- 
head said. You should wear clothes 
that are comfortable and don’t re- 
strict your movements, and you 
should dress according to the 
weather. 

If you don’t know much about ski 
equipment, it is important to tell the 
sales person what level of skier you 
are, Miller said. “Ask a lot of ques- 
tions about the different brands.” 

Miller said you can often find good 
deals on used equipment. 

“But, don’t buy, something you 
won't be happy with just because it is 
cheap,” he said. 

Muirhead said it is sometimes a 
good idea to bring a friend or someone 
else who knows something about the 
type of ski equipment you should get.

The traditional fairy tale of “Hansel

Shadow interpreting for the hear- 
ing impaired is the innovative. ap- 
proach the Utah Opera used in the 
production of “Hansel and Gretel” by 
Englebert Humperdinck. 

“The term shadow interpreting is 
kind of an older term and it is some- 
thing that has been done many times. 

“What it means is that the actor is 
acting and a person is following and 
copying every move. and signing the 
words,” said Dale Boam, stage direc- 
tor of the sign-actors. Boam said the 
Utah Opera went two steps beyond 
the old méaning of shadow interpret- 
ing. : 
“We went two steps beyond that 
because we had interaction,” Boam 
said. The first step was portraying 
two stories, one with the singers and 
one with the sign-actors. 

“Tf you saw the singing Hansel and 
Gretel only, it would tell one story 
and if you saw the signing Hansel and 
Gretel only, it would tell another 
story,” Boam said. 

The second step was adding inter- 
action between the singers and the 
sign-actors. The characters were 
sometimes aware of each other and 
sometimes conferred with,each other

Boam said there was a scene where 
the singing Hansel and Gretel were 
asleep and the signing Hansel and 
Gretel participated in a dream that 
occurred around the singing Hansel 
and Gretel. 

“It creates a feeling of someone 
who is thinking something out. What 
is occurring in the situation and what 
someone is thinking about may be two 
different things. Both of them can be 
portrayed at once with the singers 
and the signers,” Boam said. 

Kristi Mortensen Nelson, who 
played Gretel and has been deaf since 
she was 4, said her deaf friends ask 
her how she could be involved with 
the Utah Opera because she is deaf.

Nelson remembers when she lived 
in Washington, D. C., and she would 
call the Metropolitan Opera and say 
she would like to buy tickets. She 
would also tell them she is deaf. The 
people at the Metropolitan Opera 
would say “Oh sure, we have inter- 
preters available. That is no prob- 
lem.” 

Nelson said she would show up and 
the interpreters would be there.

Detmer wins O’Brien 
but not Unitas award; 
Howard wins Maxwell

KINGS: MILLS, Ohio — Michi- 
gan’s Desmond Howard won the 
Maxwell: Award as the nation’s top 
collegiate player Saturday night with 
the most lopsided vote in the award’s 
55 years. 

Howard; who led the nation’s re- 
ceivers in touchdowns, got 74-percent 
of the vote to: easily beat Florida 
State’s Casey Weldon and BYU’s Ty 
Detmer. 

The award, voted by the Football 
Writers Association of America, col- 
lege head coaches and the Maxwell 
Club, was the most prestigious of the 
10 handed out Saturday during a one- 
hour television special at the College 
Football Hall of Fame. 

Washington’s Steve Emtman won 
the Outland Trophy as the nation’s 
top interior lineman, his second major 
award in two days. Emtman also won 
the Lombardi Award on Thursday 
night. 

Detmer won the Davey O’Brien 
Award as the nation’s top quarter- 
back, Florida State’s Terrell Buckley 
won the Jim Thorpe Trophy as the top 
defensive back, Weldon received the 
Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award as 
the top graduating quarterback, and 
Rice’s Trevor Cobb won the Doak 
Walker Trophy as the top running 
back. «.: 

The Maxwell Award could be just a 
prelude to a Heisman for Howard, 
who scored 23 touchdowns this season 
and made the weekly highlight reels 
with his sensational catches and punt 
returns. 

The Heisman will be announced 
Dec. 14, and Howard is the over- 


whelming favorite. 

“Tf this is another step to the Heis- 
man, I’ll take it in stride,” Howard 
said. 

If the Maxwell voters are any indi- 
cation, he’s several strides ahead of 
the field. 

Howard got 2,402 points in the vot- 
ing. That’s four times as many as Det- 
mer, who won last year as part of his 
sweep of the Maxwell and Heisman. 

“Tt’s nice to see the majority of the 
voters chose me,” Howard said. “I 
was extremely nervous.” 

Emtman also was the favorite for 
his award. The junior defensive 
tackle is the key to No. 2 Washing- 
ton’s defense, ranked second in the 
nation. Emtman has 61/2 sacks and 13 
tackles in the backfield. 

He edged Baylor’s Santana Dotson 
and Michigan’s Greg Skrepenak for 
the Outland. 

“To be up there with those two 
guys was something,” Emtman said. 
“To win over those two. guys was 
something else.” 

Detmer was pleased to get the 
O’Brien for the second consecutive 
year in light of the Cougars 0-3 start. 
He said his teammates deserve a lot of 
the credit for his award. 

“We started with three tough 
games. It’s credit to a team that 
worked hard and was able to pull to- 
gether,” he said. 

Detmer continued, “They could have 
shut it down and started thinking 
about next year.” 

Detmer, a senior, owns 65 NCAA 
passing records and is the first player 
to throw for more than 15,000 yards. 
He beat Weldon and Texas A&M’s 
Bucky Richardson for the award.

Give a gift of self 
this year: Valley 
hospitals ask for 


blood donations

At this time of year, one of the 
greatest gifts a BYU student can 
give is the gift of life, said a mem- 
ber of the Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center Blood Bank. 

In order to help meet the de- 
mands of needed blood, BYUSA 
will sponsor a blood drive Dec. 9-11 
in the ELWC Stepdown Lounge. 

Karen Tribett, donor recruiter 
for UVRMC, said 1,600 to 2,000 
units of blood a month are needed 
to supply the 17 hospitals. 

One unit is a little less than one 
pint. Tribett said the average adult 
has from 10 to 12 pints of blood. 
Donated blood is divided into three 
parts: the red blood cells, platelets 
and plasma. 

Blood is used primarily for acci- 
dents, surgery and premature ba- 
bies. Donated blood only lasts for 
35 days, she said. 

“Blood is like any living sub- 
stance; it loses its value as time 
bak es, Tribett said. 

he 


some blood in from out of state. I 
think the residents of Utah would 
feel better getting blood from BYU 
and the local churches here because 
they know it would be safer,” she 
said. 

Tribett had some advice for 
those that might be squeamish. 

“Think of what you would do if a 
family member needed your blood. 
Of course, you would donate to 
save their life,” she said. 

“The problem is that. you can’t 
wait until then, because it would: 
take too long to process the blood 
and the person would need it imme- 
diately,” Tribett said. “Think 
about how many lives you could 
save by just taking a few minutes 
out of your day.” 

There is no way possible for stu- 
dents to contact the AIDS virus 
through donating blood, Tribett 
said. 

“We use disposable needles, and 
blood is being taken out, not in,” 
she said. The extraction» of the 
blood only takes 10 minutes. 

Before a student can donate, 
they must have their blood pres- 
sure taken, have a complete his- 
tory done, and a few other small 
matters, Tribett said. 

She said donors must be at least 
17 years old and weigh 110 pounds 
or more. She suggests students eat 
a good meal before donating, so the 
body can handle the blood loss bet- 
ter. She also recommends no stren- 
uous physical activity for 24 hours 
afterwards. 

Other eligibility requirements 
have recently been changed. If a 
student is at the tail-end ofa cold or 
on medication they can still donate. 
If the student has a sore throat, he 
can’t. Women can donate six weeks 
after having a baby and nursing 
mothers can also donate. 

If a student is unsure whether 
they may be able to donate blood, 


Tribett said to contact the blood

Terry Anderson said Sunday that af- 
ter almost seven years in barren 
cells, he is having a little trouble ad- 
justing to a “big and confusing” 
world. But he says he'll learn to cope 
with his new freedom. 

“When I got out, I was flying 
higher than a kite. I could have taken 
on the world and not even paused,” 
Anderson told reporters following an 
ee -morning jog at.the U.S. mili- 

tary hospital where he is recuperat- 
ing. 

Now, though, he knows it will take 
some time. 

When he arrived at Wiesbaden on 
Thursday, a day after being freed by 
his Shiite Muslim kidnappers in 
Lebanon, Anderson wanted to go 
home immediately. Now he plans to 
spend a “couple more days” at the 
hospital, whose staff has helped 
many hostages adjust to life after 
captivity. 

“I found out it (captivity) had a lot 
bigger effect than I bargained for,” 
said Anderson, 44, the chief Middle 
East correspondent for The Associ- 
ated Press. “I had to back off and 
slow down a little bit, and say, ‘Hey, 
I’m not in control of this yet.” 

Saturday night, he took a walk in 
downtown Wiesbaden and found 
himself uneasy around so many peo-

Lee and Pitts fined for shopliftir

Two BYU football players have been fined $200 
each for their involvement in a shoplifting incident 


last month. 


Ervin Lee, 22, a senior defensive back from 
Navasota, Texas and Paul Pitts, 21, a junior defen- 
sive back from Pasadena, Calif., appeared before 
4th Circuit Court Judge John Backlund Wednesday 
and pleaded no contest to the charges. 

Backlund also sentenced Lee and Pitts to 15 days 
in jail, but said the penalty would be suspended by

Lee and Pitts were detained by a ShopKo secu- 
rity guard outside the Orem store after the guard 
said he saw each of the student-athletes take the 
packaging from a compact dise and place the dise

One day after the shoplifting incident, Pitts was 
cited for driving while under the influence of alcohol 
when the car he was driving struck a tree in Provo 
Nov. 18, said Provo Police Captain Duane Fraser. 

Pitts suffered a concussion and bruised lungs in 
the car accident, which occurred on Moon River 
Drive near 1300 South at about 10:40 p.m. Provo 
Police Captain George Pierpont said Pitts failed to 
negotiate a curve, driving his 1987 Chevy Blazer off

Ericksen ordered 
to seek treatment

A judge ruled Friday that the man 
charged in the shooting of a Provo 
police officer is incompetent and must 
undergo treatment. 

Fourth District Court Judge Ray 
Harding said two doctors assigned to 
test the competency of Kevin Hrick- 
sen, 23, of Provo, found him unable to 
assist in his own defense and inca- 
pable of understanding the charges 
against him. 

Based on the specialists’ reports, 
Harding ordered Ericksen to be 
treated at the Utah State Hospital 
until he is deemed competent to stand 
trial. 

Ericksen’s father, Ronald, said the 
family was happy about the ruling. 

“Tt was the only explanation I had 
for (the shooting) from the begin- 
ning,” he said. 

“Kevin had drunk too much and 
didn’t know what he was doing. He 
still doesn’t remember what hap- 
pened.” 

Ericksen was charged with two 
first-degree counts of attempted capi- 
tal homicide and one count of second- 
degree aggravated assault in the 
wake of the July 6 incident. 

Utah County Sheriff's Deputy 
Mike Morgan said he and Provo Police 
Officer Phil Webber had responded to 
a call at the Provo Boat Harbor and 
had just split up when Morgan spot-

ted two men chasing a third man 
down a dirt driveway. 

Webber said Morgan was inter- 
viewing two of the men when he ar- 
rived on the scene. The third man 
came out of the house and opened fire 
on the officers. 

Webber said he returned fire with a 
9mm pistol. He was wounded in the 
hand and neck and spent several 
weeks in the hospital. He returned to 
work in September, but still has not 
been able to return to patrol duty. 

Morgan employed a shotgun and a 
rifle in the shooting. He was not in- 
jured. 

Ericksen was in the hospital for 
more than 40 days recovering from a 
badly shot-up knee. 

He also suffered wounds to his arm 
and chest. 

At a preliminary hearing, Troy 
Lott testified he, Ericksen and Danny 
Herring were engaged in a water 
fight when Ericksen and Herring be- 
gan to assault him. 

All three had been drinking, said 
Ronald Ericksen. 

Kevin Ericksen’s blood-alcohol 
level was .239, said officer Greg Du- 
Val. It is illegal to drive with a blood- 
alcohol level of .08 or more. 

Harding said Ericksen faces a new 
trial date upon a finding of compe- 
tence. 

Herring’s trial on a charge of ag- 
gravated assault was rescheduled for 
March.
